SUBJECT: Amendment to 401 Water Quality Certification 09C-077 for the 
Tijuana River Valley Emergency Channel Maintenance Project 

The California Regional Water Quality Control Board. San Diego Region (San Diego 
Water Board) is amending the 401 Water Quality Certification for the Tijuana River 
Valley Emergency Channel Maintenance Project. This decision is based on the 
information provided in your February 19, 2010 submittal. This certification is to 
perform a one-time channel maintenance event and this amendment is necessary to 
change the final date for vegetation removal and project completion. The extended due 
date only allows for completion of the project within the 2009-2010 rainy season and 
does not allow for additional work under this certification during the 2010-2011 rainy 
season. 

The San Diego Water Board is aware that the City has submitted a programmatic 
permit application for City-wide channel maintenance and intends to continue future 
channel maintenance as needed under that pending permit. Be advised that having a 
pending permit with the San Diego Water Board does not negate the need for permits 
on all future channel maintenance projects. To avoid any permitting delays the City 
should consider securing individual permits for its high priority channel maintenance 
projects for the 2010-2011 rainy season. 

Changes/additions/deletions to section B (Project Conditions) of 401 Water Quality 
Certification 09C-077 are shown in bold strikeout/underline below: 

8. Removal of vegetation must occur by hand, mechanically, or using EPA approved 
herbicides deployed using applicable BMPs to prevent impacts to Beneficial Uses of 
waters of the State. Removal of vegetation must occur outsido of tho avian 
nesting season (March 15 August 31).no later than April 15, 2010.
